that the patriotic action of the people’s

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the success of the vital issues involved 
in this campaign, would be met by 
equally unselfish devotion to a combina- 
tion in the present democratic party, 
and that all the friends of silver could 
present a solid front against the min- 
fons of greed by supporting one ticket, 
the truly co-operative ticket—Bryan and 
Watson. But this hope being disap- 
pointed, there were but two courses 
left, one of which must be adopted. 

First, to run a straight Bryan and 
Watson electoral ticket in every state, 
which, on account of the failure of the 
democratic party to support this ticket, 
would have effected the same result in 
this campaign that would have followed 
the nomination of a straight populist 
ticket at St. Louis, namely, the elec- 
tion of McKinley and the triumph of 
the gold standard. 

The other course left open to your 
committee that was consistent with the 
action of the convention in nomfinating 
Mr. Bryan was to do everything in its 
power to unite the voters of the coun- 
try against McKinley and to overcome 
the obstacles and embarrassments 
Which, ifthe democratic party had put 
the cause first and the party second, 
we would not have encountered. 

Arranging for a Division. 

This could be eccomplished only by 
arranging for a division of the electoral 
Vote in every state possible, securing

Indianapolis, Ind., October 13.—(Special.)

WORKINGMEN ARE FOR SILVER 


Nominee Will Have 30,000 Votes 
More Than McKinley and They 
-Will Come from All Parties.

Jackson, Mich., October 10—I have learned 
enough of Michigan to convince me that if , 
the election were to come off on Monday 
Bryan would carry this state by a hand- 
some majority, and to further convince, 
me that the tendency in his favor is steadi- 
ly growing and that when he _ passes 
through the two peninsulas next week, 
making the fifty-five speeches he is booked 
for, even if most of them be mere greetings 
to the crowds that will gather at the sta- 
tions, it is likely to swell into a veritable 
tidal wave. I have tried to get my infor- 
mation as to how the currents of thought 
are running from the best and most re- 
liable sources, and I have no need of let- 
ters of introduction to find fn the towns of 
Michigan men whom I can trust and who 
will tell me frankly what they know. 

The conclusion I have reached is that 
ther€ is no need of my going further to 
form an opinion, and that it is now as sure 
as anything in the future can be that when 
the 3d of November comes Michigan will 
vote for Bryan and Sewall. Michigan has 
been counted as a republican state. But 
to analyze the vote on presidential elec- 
tions is to see that for twelve years past 
any union of the elements opposed to the 
republican party would have given a dif- 
ferent result. In the last presidential elec- 
tion, Michigan, of the electors chosen from 
congressional districts, elected seven re- 
publicans and five democrats, making, with 
the two electors at large, a vote in the col- 
lege of nine republicans and five democrats. 
Of the aggregate popular vote, that of the 
republicans was 222,708, that of the demo- 
crats 202,296, that of the populists 19,892 and 
that if the prohibitionists 14,069. 

The republicans had a plurality of 20,412, 
but on the union of the three opposing ele- 
ments they would héve been beaten by 
13,549. That union is now assured. The 
democrats in this state have adopted a 
wise policy. They are not pushing them- 
selves to the front, nor even speaking much 
of themselves as democrats, but to avoid 
arousing the prejudices of old opponents, 
now their allies, speak of themselves rather 
as “new democrats.” While the official 
certificate of the fusionists is recorded as 
that of the “democratic state and national 
nominations,” the vignette consists of a 
head of Bryan encircled with the legend, 
“Democratic People’s Union Silver Ticket.” 
And this union, on equal terms of all the 
reform elements, appears to be actually 
“complete, and men who have long been ac- 
customed to oppose each other are united 
now with a strength born of their agree- 
ment in the common struggle against -plu- 


tocracy. 
_Bryan’s Probable Majority. 

The old politicians among the democratic 
party managers seem, on what appears to 
me not unreasonable assumption, confident 
of carrying the state by some thirty or 
thirty-five thousand. The populists are 
working earnestly, the larger part of the 
prohibitionists will certainly vote for Bry- 
an, the democrats will come to the polls 
in as great if not greater force than in 
1892, the gold democrats are comparatively 
few, and from every. part of the state 
come .reports of republicans who never: 
voted for a democrat before, but who are 
working and will this year vote for Bryan. 
That their estimate is not a larger one 
seems to arise from a doubt of the influ- 
ence which the corporations and large.

Board of ‘Equalizers Assess Railway 


Property Half a Million Higher. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 13.—(Special.)— 
Under the law the state board of assessors

LADY SCOTT APPEARS IN COURT

Evidence in the Criminal Libel Case 
Begins—Prisoners Remanded. 

London, October 13.—Lady Tina Scott, 
the mother of Countess Russell, who was 
arrested on Friday and arraigned on Sat- 
urday at the instance of her son-in-law, 
Earl Russell, who charged her with crim- 
inal libel, was again arraigned in the Bow 
street police court today. 

The courtroom was crowded with spec- 
tators, many of whom move in the highest 
circles. A bookseller named Carrez was 
called to the witness stand and testified 
that a Mrs. Franklin, who was conducting 
a massage establishment in the rooms above 
his shop in Cranbourne street, summoned 
him upstairs in August last and introduced 
him to Lady Scott as ‘her (Mrs. Franklin's) 
sister. Lady Scott paid him a sum of 
money to arrange for the printing and dis- 
tributing among the Se of the house 
of lords, the house of commons, the Lon- 
don newspapers, clubs, -ete., of a pamphlet 
containing libelous matter. which was sign- 
ed by Cockerton and Kast, who were also 
arrested, arraigned and remanded in con- 
nection with this case on Saturday, and 
also by one Aylott, who is now a fugitive, 
having fled to Algiers to escape arrest. 

Mr. Charles Matthews, counsel for the 
pros¢cut’on, said that Kast had endeavored 
to bring action against Earl Russell in the 
Winchester court on Friday, intending to 
aceusé his lordship of having been. guilty 
of serious miscenduct in Winchester in 
1839, but at the. last moment he stunk away, 
allowing the case to be withdrawn upon 
technical grounds. Two hours later Mr 
Matthews said warrants for the arrest of 
Lady Scott and Kast and his accomplice, 
Cockerton, were obtained. 

Lady Seott and the other defendants, 
Frederick Kast, a groom, and John Cock- 
erton, a marine engineer. were committed 
for trial in the criminal court, Old Bailey, 
under the same bonds as were imposed 
upon them on Saturday, £2,000 for Lady 
Scott, and £500 each for Kast and Cock- 
erton. -

“When, after a terrible experience in the 
wind’ and overlapping waves, the rudder 
chain was repaired and the boat, rigged, 
the hopeless passengers took some new 
courage, but an hour later, when ‘:t broke 
again, every one, if the truth be told, gave 
up completely. 

“One passenger tried to borrow a re- 
volver with which to shoot himself, and 
another offered all his property to any one 
who would guarantee him safely in port. 

“No man took his offer, however, and he 
still has his property.’’ 

Mr. Lathrop said Captain Blakeman de- 
clared it was his worst experience in 
twenty-seven years’ life on the sea and no 
one found it hard to believe that he was not 
exaggerating. 


TWO SOUTHERN BOATS IN STORM 


Nacoochee and the Gate City Were in 
the Hurricane Hard. 

New York, October .13.—Two of the steam- 
ers Of: the Ocean Steamship Company, the 
Nacoocheée and the Gate City, arrived from 
Savannah tonight, the latter bound for 
Boston, after a terrible experience of five 
days of gales and hufricanes: 

Both steamers left Savannah October 8th, 
and almost from the time of their de- 


- parture bad weathér prevatied. The storm 


which has swept with fury along the coast 
was felt by both in ‘dl?! its severity. ‘ For 
hours the vessels barely made any progress 
against the terrific seas and strength of the 
gale, which raged with hurricane force. 

The Nacoochee, after a few days, was 
abreast of Hatteras, and from the time of 
leaving port the sun’ was never seen for 
an instant. : 

The Gate City ran short of coal, and after 
a time, sighted the Nacoochee, which 
signaled her to put.into New York. 

This morning, when forty miles south of 
Winter Quarter shoal, the Gate City fell 
in with the schooner Lelia Smith, of 
Machias, Me., lumber laden and water 
logged, flying signals. of distress. With 
considerable difficulty the crew of the 
Smith, numbering seven, was taken on 
board the Gate City. 

The Smith was a schooner of 264 tons, 
bound from Wilmington, N. C., for Beverly, 
Mass. The Gate City docked at the O. S, S. 
Company’s wharf tonight. 


FISHERMEN FLY FOR SAFO®TY. 


Storm on the Virginia Shore the Se- 
verest Since 1847. 

Norfolk, Va., October 13.—Lieutenant 
Campbell, superintendent of this life sav- 
ing district, went to Virginia Beach today 
to inspect the life saving stations south of 
Cape Herry. He could get no further than 
Sea Tack station, which is just north of 
the cottage beach. Not ever Dam Neck 
station, two and a half miles south of the 
Princess Anne hotel, could be reached, 
Rudy inlet lying between being a raging 
torrent. 

The keeper at the station has succeeded 
in reaching the beach and he states that 
the boathouse at Dam: Neck is submerged 
and that the fishermen living thereabouts 
had to fly with their families to the woods 
from the surf, which was making inroads 
in the beach, washing it clear of sand and 
exposing the clay underneath.

The quarterly report of Postmaster Fox 
to the postmaster general for the quarter 
ending September Wth has been sent to 
Washington. The report is gratifying to 
all Atlantians as an illustration of At- 
lanta’s splendid growth and progress. 

Though the receipts of the Atlanta post- 
office during the same quarter of last year 
outstripped by far the receipts for any 
equal period of time in Atlcnta’s history, 
on account of the exposition, the receipts 
this year during the same period have only 
fallen off $126.69. This is far in excess of 
the same quarter on any year except 1895, 
when the great exposition kept the At- 
lanta postoffice crowded with work. 

During the past quarter of this year the 
receipts for second-class matter, newspa- 
pers, circulars, etc., has been greater than 
it was for the same period of time in 1895 
by $1,277.72. Dr. Fox ettributes this partial- 
ly to Atlanta’s growth, but principally to 
the fzict that the three political parties 
which had their state campaign head- 
quarters here flooded the postoffice with 
campaign circulars and other campaign 
literature, 

Postmaster Fox is much pleased with the 
growing income of the Atlanta office.

DEATH OF JUDGE CASTLEMAN. 


A Distinguished Missourian Passes 
Away in Texas. 

Mr. Humphreys Castleman yesterday re- 
ceived a telegram from San Antonio, Tex., 
announcing the death, near that place, of 
his brother, Judge George A. Castleman. 

The deceased was a descendant of a no- 
table Kentuky family, which has furnish- 
ed men of distinction to several states jn 
the union. There were eleven in the fam- 
ily, all of whom reached maturity, and 
eight of them are still living. Judge Cas- 
tleman went from his ancestral home, 
Castleton. in Fayette county, . Kentucky, 


to the city of St. Louis, where he entered 
into the practice of the law with Judge 


David M. Breckenridge, his brother-in- 


law. It did not take long for young Cas- 


tleman to attract the attention of his fel- 


low-citizens, by whom he was honored in 


various ways, and whom he served with 
great distinction in both the house and 
senate of the state of Missouri. This was 


in the early seventies, when Missouri, like 


every other southern state, had to fight for 
its honér and its integrity against repub- 
lican imnovation. Mr. Castleman took not 
only a bold but a leading stand in the de- 
bates which resulted in the final freedom 
of the state of Missouri from outside in- 
terference. Following his retirement from 
politics, he was placed upon the bench, 
where his judicial learning won for him 
a great reputation. 

In young life Judge Castleman married 
Miss Lucy Cable, only sister of Hon, Ben 
C. Cable, of Tllinois. He had been sick for 
a number of years, but was only taken 
from St. Louis on the 8th of October to 
the milder climate of southern ‘Texas, 
where it was hoped he would overcome 


the winter. He had hardly reached his 


ranch when he died. His remains will be 
taken to St. Louis for interment.

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The Real Anarchists. 

There is one representative of the 
money power in New York who has 
been caught in the act of representing 
the views of the monopolists and 
millionaires who now have control of 
the currency, the treasury and the gov- 
ernment. | 

Wihen Hanna declared some time ago: 
“McKinley will be the next president. 
If we can’t elect him one way, we will 
another,” he was laughed at; but if we 
compare that utterance with Lauter- 
bach’s plainer and more distinct threat, 
we may get some idea. of the real pro- 
gramme of the plutocraits and bondhold- 
ers. 

Hanna says that if McKinley is not 
elected one way ‘he will be another. 
Coming from one who represents noth- 
ing on the face of the earth but the 
selfishness of a private syndicate which 
has paid McKinley’s personal debts and 
is trying to “get even,” this threat of 
force might amount to nothing; but 
when we see it duplicated in a more sol- 
emn form by Mr. Edward Lauterbach, 
chairman of the republican committee 
of New York city, we are compelled to 
pause and inquire whait the plutocrats 
and bondholders mean. Do they intend 
to stir up revolution if McKinley is de- 
feated? Is it their purpose to appeal to 
the forces of riot and amarchy in or- 
der to seat their candidate in the white 
house? 

Having seen what Hanna says, let us 
see what Mr. Edward Lauterbach, of 
New York, a far more important person, 
says. ‘Mr. Lauterbach made a speech 
recently, from which we take the fol- 
lowing gem: 

Then, too, there is the pension ques- 
tion. None of you here tonight wish to 
reduce the amounts we pay to the heroes 
who went forth to preserve the integrity 
of the country in '61. We don’t want 
to cut off the pensions we pay to the 
brave fellows who shed their life blood 
to save this country from this same 
southern gang then. We don’t 
want to cut off the income of 
the widows or the orphans of 
those men nor of the poor fel- 
low who is a cripple today from the in- 
juries he received at that time. That is 
an item that takes money. You are 
fighting today for just as important a 
principle as did those brave men in ’61; 
but it is a bloodless fight. No blood will 
be shed—at least not yet, but if they 
attempt to subvert your supreme court, 
if they should succeed by any chance 
in foisting upon you the horrible doc- 
trines—anarchistic, socialistic and com- 
munistic—which the platform adopted 
by the populist convention contains, we 
may not abide by that decision. 

Here, it will be observed, is the bloody 
shirt reeking with fresh gore. This 
“same southern gang” which tried to de- 
stroy the union is now trying to cut 
down the profits of the bondholders — 
the men who have employed Edward 
Lauterbach to shriek in their behalf. It 
is a ‘bloodless fight, Mr. Lauterbach 
Says—at least no blood bas yet been 
shed; but how soon wil! it be before the 
country is running with blood if Lau- 
terbach’s predictions come true’ 

For what does this patriot say? He 
declares that if the people do not in- 
dorse the candidate of the money power 
at the polls, the bondholders and their 
agents may not abide by that decision. 
In other words, according to Lauter- 
. bach, the money power will appeal from 
the decision of the people at the ballot 


_ tox to the power of money and the force 
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is a goldbug! 


Inconsistent Leadership. — 

There is hardly a single advocate of 
the present financial policy of the goy- 
ernment who has not been at some peri- 
od of his Mfe a zealous champion of 
bimetallism an@ whose conversion to 
the single gold standard has not been a 
most difficult matter to explain. 

In fact, so very difficult has been thre 
undertaking that none of them have 
yet succeeded, in spite of frequent ef- 
forts which they have made to recon- 
cile matters. In this category of dis- 
tinguished failures are found not only 
the lesser lights of the campaign, such 
as Bourke Cockran, Bob Ingersoll and 
other mercenary orators, but even such 
conspicuous leaders as Palmer, Buckner, 
McKinley and Carlisle. 

Though Major McKinley is now up 
holding the single gold standard with 
his characteristic ardor and enthusiasm, 
it has been only a few years since he 
stood before the country as one of the 
most zealous bimetallists in the United 
States. 

In a speech delivered only six years 
azo Major McKinley said: : 

I am for the largest use of silverin the 
currency of the country. I would not dis- 
honor it: I would give it equal credit and 
honor with gold. I would mako no dis- 
crimination; I would use both metals 
as money and discredit neither. I want 
the double standard. 

So pronounced were tlie views of the 
republican nominee in favor of bimetal- 
lism that it was nof until the St. Louis 
platform was adopted last June that 
he came out squarely for the single 
gold standard. In thus declaring him- 
self for the yellow metal it cannot be 
denied that policy Was a stronger mo- 
tive than patriotism. 

From the free coinage record of Gen- 


eral Palmer, who is now making such a 
bitter fight against the principle which 


‘he once so zealously espoused, the fol- 


lowing brief extracts are cited: 

There is not a man anywhere who op- 
poses the coinage of silver who does not 
insist that congress has the right to 
farm out the privilege of supplying the 
people with currency through banking 
corporations. Democrats, the fight for 
the silver dollar is more than forty 
years old. We won it once against the 
national banks under the lead of Old 
Hickory, and by his bones we'll win it 
again. 

Scratch an opponent of the coinage of 
silver and you will find a supporter of 
the national bank system, and you 
won't be obliged to scratch very hard. 

It is all very well to abuse the friends 
of the silver dollar as _ inflationists, 
thieves, repudiators and all that sort 
of thing, but really the friends of the 
gold dollar ought to pay the same at- 
tention to the members of the conven- 
tion who framed the United States con- 
stitution and who made the silver dol- 
lar the unit and standard of value in 
this country. 

If there is any dollar more honest 
than the silver dollar of 371% grains (of 
pure silver) it has not been discovered 
in the century or more that the nation 
has existed. If there can be any such 
thing as a dishonest dollar, that miser- 
able sham trick and travesty of a coin, 
a gold dollar, exactly fills that designa- 
tion. 

As to the record of General Buckner it 
was more marked inits devotionto free 
coinage than was that of General Palmer, 
When a candidate for governor of Ken- 
tucky, General Buckner made the fol- 
lowing sharp fling at the party which 
demonetized the white metal: : 

It violated its duty to the people by 
abrogating the contract of the bond- 
holders to receive their pay in the cur- 
rency of the country and gave tnem 
gold. And it then demonetized silver in 
order to make gold valuable and furth- 
er enrich the capitalists at the expense 
of the people. 

This country never produced a more 


zealous friend of bimetallism than Mr. | 


Carlisle when he stood for that princi- 
ple in 1878. He was not in favor then 
of waiting for England’s consent be- 
fore restoring silver to its. coinage 
rights. He realized that a great wrong 
had been committed, and like a patriot 
who considered the welfare of his coun. 
try above the interests of the money 


power, he raised his voice in denuncia- | 
tion of the legislative crime of 1873. Ex- | 
pressed in a nutshell, the views of Mr. | 


Carlisle before his recent conversion to 
the single gold standard, were as fol- 
lows: 

I do not believe that we should consult 
England. England having demonetized 
silver in 1816, and thaving steadily ad- 
hered to the gold standard ever since, 
cannot possibly have any representation 
or voice in the proposed conference to 
consider the propriety of restoring to 
silver coin its money functions. 


If the American people refuse to: fol- 
low these leaders in the fight which 
they are now waging iu behalf of the 
money power, it is because the principle 
of free coinage is too firmly rooted in 
the soil of patriotism to be shaken by 
the weak defense of the single gold 
standard: 
Will the Populists Vote for Republi- 
cansP 

Mr. Watson is reported to be ill at his 
home in Thomson—too ill to take part 
in the campaign. We can very well be- 
lieve that this report is not exaggerat- 
ed, for if Mr. Watson were well enough 
to take part in the cantpaign, the small- 
er politicians, who pretend to believe in 
populism, would not now be making a 
violent effort to merge their party into 
the republican organization in Georgia. 

Mr. Watson has announced time and 
gain that he is opposed to fusion. His 
later arguments, differing radically 
from those that led him out of the dem- 
ocratic party, are to the effect that the 
populist organization must be preserved 
at all hazards, even if principle has to 
be sacrificed; but the understrappers 
who are seeking office have come to the 
conclusion that Mr. Watson's advice is 
very bad. They say to themselves that 
it is better to get office than to preserve 
the populist organization; and so they 
are engaged in making deals with the 
republicans wherever such deals can 
give them the promise of an office. 

When Mr. Watson drew out of the 
democratic party in Georgia, the word 
was that principles were more vital than 
party organization. This was so true 
that The Constitution refrained from 
making any war upon him on that score, 
but contended that if the democratic 
party was in danger of going astray 
the way for honest democrats to reform 
it was to take charge of the organiza- 
tion and shape its action to suit the vi- 
-al principles of the party. 

There was but one argument that gave 


wonder that John Most, the anarchist, 
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lican _ legislation. “were just 
grounds for such. a complaint. Oleve- 
land turned out to be a rampant repub- 
lican in all respects, and if the demo- 
cratic party had indorsed him in 1896, 
as it did in 1892, the populists would 
have had a clear case. As a matter of 
fact, the democrats repudiated Cleve- 
land and republicanism and left the 
populists no ground whatever to stand 
upon. 

This fact was so plain to the populists 
themselves that they indorsed the dem- 
ocratic platform and accepted .as their 
own candidate for president the nomi- 
nee of the democratic party. The pop- 
ulists made no mistake in this, but, by 
their action, reiterated their belief, in 
the pure and unadulterated principles 
of democracy as formulated by Thomas 
Jefferson and put in practice by Apn- 
drew Jackson. When the populists 
nominated Bryan they indorsed and 
embraced every principle for which he 
stands; and this is the vital thing. A 
party without principles is a hideous 
affair and cannot exist a moment long- 
er than the announcement that it cares 
nothing for principles. — 

Mr. Watson’s boast ts that he has op- 
posed fusion everywhere—republican 
fusion in Texas and democratic fusion 
in Texas—and yet the party that nom- 
inated him set him a high example of 
fusion which he has utterly failed to 
follow. His party not only fused with 
the democrats, but indorsed the demo- 
cratic candidate for president and ac- 
cepted the platform on which he was 
nominated. Here was fusion of the 
most conspicuous sort; and yet Mr. Wat- 
son seems to imagine that fusion with 
the democrats will be fatal to the pop- 
ulist organization. 

All this is passing strange when dinned 
into the ears of an enthusiastic party 
that ‘has not only “fused” with the dem- 
ocrats on the presidential ticket, but 
that has accapted and indorsed the dem- 
ocratic nominee, Fusion with the head 
of the ticket points unmistakably, in- 
evitably, to fusion with all the ticket 


ed democratic principles. 

But if the populist leaders are opposed 
to democratic fusion on the ground that 
it will interfere with the organization, 
what will they say to the fusion with 
the republicans in this state which is 
now one of the political sensations of 
the hour—if such attempted betrayal of 
the populist voters of Georgia can be 
called a political sensation? 

We are sure that no honest voter can 
be led to indorse such a scheme. The 
men who deserted the democratic par- 
ty because they had reason to believe 
that such men as Cleveland had been 
selected merely to betray the party into 
the support of republican doctrines and 
into an indorsement of the demands of 
the money power, cannot be induced at 
this late day to indorse republican eandi- 
dates and republican principles simply 
to keep in existence a party organiza- 
tion that is meaningless unless it is 
more democratic than the democratic 
party. 

How can any populist voter in Geor- 
gia, except the men who are using the 
populist organization as a steppingstone 
to office, indorse a fusion with the re- 
publican party—a fusion that means an 
indorsement of republican legislation 
during the past thirty years? 

The inevitable effect of this will be to 
bring back into the democratic party 
that large body of honest and self-re- 
specting voters who united themselves 
with the populist party in the hope 
that they would thereby be enabled to 
secure democratic legislation. 

The end of populism comes when 
selfish and ambitious leaders try to 
make republicans out of the honest vot- 
ers who deserted the democratic party 
in 1890 and 1892 ‘because it was not 
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democratic enough to suit their views. 
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Minnesota for Bryan. 

Though Minnesota is commonly reck- 
oned as a republican state, it is more 
than likely, if present indications are 
reliable, that a signal democratic vic- 
tory will be achieved in that stronghold 
of republicanism next month. 

The outlook for democratic success is 
most encouraging. If the republicans 
have not given up all hope of swinging 
the state into line for McKinley they 
have at least parted with much of the 
confidence which they displayed in the 
earlier part of the campaign. 

Aside from the tidal wave of enthusi- 
asm, however, which the presence of 
Mr. Bryan in the state has created, there 
are other facts to be considered which 
increase the likelihood of democratic 
success in November. 

in 1894, the republican candidate for 
governor of Minnesota polled 147,944 
votes, against 141,510 votes, represent- 
ing the combined strength of both pop- 
ulists and democrats, giving the repwhbli- 
can candidate a clear majority of only 
6,454 votes over his two.opponents. 

Taking these figures as a basis it is 
estimated that 5 per cent of the demo- 
cratic vote will go to MeKinley this 
year and that 10 per cent of the repub- 
lican vote will go to Bryan. On this 
assuinption,¢the vote in the coming elec- 
tion will be as follows:

Since fusion has been effected between 
the democrats and populists in Minne- 
sota it appears from the foregoing table 
that Mr. Bryan will havea clear nra- 
jority of at least 18,000 votes over the 
republican nominee. 

These figures are conservative. It is 
freely admitted by republican leaders 
that free coinage has made rapid head- 
way in the state since the action of the 
national democratic convention. As in 
other states of the union, the people 
have taken the campaign in charge and 
have made a careful study of the money 
question. In no other way are they able 
to account for sueh widespread suffer- 
ing throughout the country as that 
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ranks of the party which has undertak- 
en to advocate such a policy, while only 
a small number of democrats have bolt- 
ed because of the fight which the demo- 
cratic party is meking axainst the single 
gold standard. | . 

Such, in brief, is the: situation as it 
exists in Minnesota. Unless a decided 
change occurs within the next few 
weeks—and there is no likelihood of 
such a change—Minnesota will swing 
into the democratic coliimn by a round 
majority. 
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There are no self-respecting populist 
voters who will vote fo! republican can- 
didates in Georgia.

‘I am in Atlanta 
today for the purpose of having ballots 
printed and any report that I have consent- 
ed to withdraw in favor of a republican 
candidate is absolutely false. I have never 
intimated to any one that I would not be 
in the race and if any deal was made to 
take me down'it was made without my 
knowledge or consent.”’ 

This strong denial from the candidate 
from Conyers makes it appear that the deal 
to sacrifice him failed. It was said trat 
the leaders of the party had agreed with 
Colonel Buck, when he issued his famous 
circular, that they would withdraw Peek 
in favor of J. C. Hendrix, the republican 
candidate. It is known that inducement 
of some kind was brought to bear upon 
Colonel Buck. Several days before he made 
known. the contents of the circular he was 
in consultation with several of the populist 
campaign managers. Cunningham and 
Reed were both closeted in his office for 
some time. Then followed his circular and 
there were reports of various kind as to 
the causes that led Colonel Buck to call 
upon this neelers to support Wright. It 
was stated that ‘Cunningham and others 
nad made the agreement to take Peek out 
of the race and leave the field open for Hen- 
drix, if Buck would declare for their can- 
didate. But this deal has fallen through. 
Colonel Peek has refused to become the 
scape goat and declares that he will be in 
the race to the finish. 

Peek Comes to Town. 

Colonel Peek and Mark Irwin, his son-in- 
law, were in Atlanta yesterday for a few 
hours. They were in the corridors of the 
Kimball house about nooh. At the same 
time Colonel Livingston was standing near. 
The two candidates were scarcely ten feet 
apart at one time, but did not see each 
other. 

Colonel Livingston was busy explaining 
the deal which was to be made, or rather 
the one which was to have been made, be- 
tween the opposition parties, and Colonel] 


Peek was making a vigorous denial of the 


report that he had consented to come down, 

“There is no doubt,”’ said Colonel Living- 
ston, “but the deal was on foot. I have 
had it from reliable sources and know what 
I say is true. Whether Peek wus -onsulted 
I cannot say, ‘but I got it from his ¢ on-in- 
law that he was coming down.”’ 

Peek’s son-in-law was seen later in the 
day. He denied that he had stated that 
Peek was coming down. 

“TI thave never stated to any one,” said 
Mark Irwin, “that Colonel Peek intended 
to get out of the race. I cannot think 
where the report originated. Colonel Peek 
was in ro deal, if one was made.” 

Why Was Sibley There? 

The consultation between J. L. Sibley and 
Colonel Buck Monday afternoon formed 
the basis of much discussion yesterday.

NEW EAGLE AND PHENIX CASE 


Receivers Allege That the Amount Is 
Due the Mill Owners. 


MRS. BIGBY SAYS DEBT IS ON OTHER SIDE 


Judge Bigby, Acting on the Advice 
of His Attorneys, Declines To 
Discuss the Suit. 


The Eagle and Phenix mills troubles are 
as many, seemingly, as the sands of the 
sea. 

A suit was filed yesterday in the United 
States court by Messrs. Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips, attorneys for the receivers of the 
Eagle and Phenix Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, against Judge John 8S. Bigby, president 
of the company, for $59,292.56, which amount 
they allege is due the company by its 
president. 

The suit is brought in the shape of an 
ancillary bill. The receivers of the mills 
who ask the court to order Judge Bigby to 
pay this sum are Messrs. James English 
and G. Gunby Jordan. They were appoint- 
ed on October 8th, at which time Judge 
Newman ordered that they were authorized 
to bring suit against all persons who are 
indebted to the Eagle and Phenix company. 

The papers filed yesterday declare that 
Judge Bigby had two accounts on the books 
of the company. One was his individual ac- 
count and the other his account as presi- 
dent. 

The personal account was commenced in 
July, 1891. The account as president appears 
to have commenced in November, 1893. The 
bill alleges that the books of the company 
show that the balance now due by Judge 
Bigby to the company as president is $73,- 
366.78. The itemized account which tallies 
up this amount is affixed to the bill filed and 
is marked “Exhibit B.” 

The personal account shows that Judge 
Bigby is entitled to.a credit of $14,074.22. 
The itemized personal account is affixed 
to the bill and marked “Exhibit A.”’ 

After crediting the account as president 


with the sum that is still due Judge Bigby 


as an individual, the amount which the re- 
ceivers claim is still due the company is 
$59,292.56. This balance is shown On ex- 
hibit A. 

In stating these accounts the complain- 
ants have charged Judge Bigby with the 
notes, checks, bonds and money which, it 
is claimed, went into his possession either 
as president or individually and have given 
him credit, it is claimed, for all notes, 
checks and money for which he has ac- 
counted to the Eagle and Phenix Com- 
pany. The bill further goes on to say: 

Said Bigby is individually responsible 
for the money and other assets which 
he received as president until he ac- 
counted for same, and the complainants 
have, therefore, credited his account 
as president with the balance due him on 
his individual account. 

Before commencing this suit com- 
plainants brought said Bigby’s attention 
to the amounts that he appeared to be 
indebted to the Eagle and Phenix 
Manufacturing Company and demanded 
a settlement or an explanation, which 
he failed and refused to make. 

Complainants waiving discovery from 
said John S. Bigby pray as follows: 

That a subpoena issue requiring said 
Bigby to be and appear before this 
court at the time required by rules. 

That upon an accounting being had 
complainants have a decree against said 
John 8S. Bigby for such amount as may 
appear to be due by him to the Eagle 
and Phenix Manufacturing Company, 
and that this bill be referred to the spe- 
cial master appointed in the above stat- 
ed cause, with an order for him to 
hear all matters embraced in it and 
report his conclusions to this court. 

Colonel W. A. Wimbish, of Columbus, is 
the special master to whom the casé will 
be referred. 

Judge Newman issued an order to have 
the bill filed for ten days in the office of 
the clerk of the United States court. If no 
demurrer is filed by that time the order re- 
fers the case to Special Master Wimbish 
to determine all questions of law and fact 
and report back to the court for judgment. 

Judge Bigby is not too ill to be seen, as 
was published, but is improved in health 
and was down town yesterday. He declined 
to discuss the matter on advice of his at- 
torneys. Mrs. Bigby, however, stated to 


a Constitution reporter that her husband, 


did not owe the Eagle and Phenix com- 
pany a dollar, but, on the contrary, the 
company was indebted to him for a con- 
siderable amount. She said that Judge 
Bigby was feeling much better than he has 
in some days and that he was able to speak 
for himself had he not been advised by his 
attorney, .Colonel N. J. Hammond, not 
to talk for publication on anything con. 
cerning the case. 

Colonel Hammond, when asked about the 
suit soon. after it was filed in court, 
declined to discuss the suit on the ground 
that he had never been notified of its being 
filed.

ENTERED MRS. JONES’S HOUSE 


And the House Was Surrounded and 


the Burglars Caught. 


THEY ARE A NOTORIOUS GANG OF THIEVES 


Thought To Have Operated Extensive- 
ly Before—They Admit Their 
Guilt. 


Will Loyd, a young white man who has 
been playing the role of city detective for 
the last few months, has suddenly fallen 
from grace and turned criminal. He was 
caught in the act; of burglarizing a resi- 
dence yesterday morning, and was arrested 
and locked in the station house by the 
very men who have been his associates in 
catching criminals. 

There were also two others in the crowd 
by the name of Tom Anderson and Wiil 
Davis. The residence belonged to Mrs. 
Jack Jones, at the corner of Courtland and 
Linden streets, and the burglary is one of 
the boldest that has been reported in 
months. 

The authorities now think they have dis- 
covered in their three prisoners a notorious 
gang who have been burglarizing in this 
city for some time. It now seems that 
while Loyd was pretending to play detec- 
tive, and had the confidence ‘of the author- 
ities, he was a member of this gang and 
was doing the “Jekyl and Hyde” act to per- 
fection, 

The burglars entered the house through 
a rear window in broad daylight. It was 
about 8 o’clock in the morning when the 
negroes who live in the basement were 
aroused by the unusual noise upstairs, and 
on investigation discovered the intruders 
ransacking everything they could find with 
the greatest unconcern. : 

City Inspector Buchanan happened to be 
passing at the time, and summoning as- 
sistance from neighbors he soon had the 
house completely surrounded ‘by about 
fifty citizens. The station house was noti- 
fied and Call Officer Ivy put spurs to his 
horse and arrived at the place in good 
time. He entered the house and handcuffed 
the three burglars without any trouble. 


One Had a Gun. 


A winchester was found in possession of 
one of the Durglars. The deadly implement 
was found in the house and the only reason 
that some of the heseigers escaped with 
their lives is that the outlaws could find no 
cartridges. : 

“If we could have got hold of any am- 
munition you bet we wouldn’t have been 
here now locked in this jail,” said one of 
the men last night. 

No valuables were missed from the 
house. There are eight rooms and every

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one had been entered and ransacked. It 
seems the burglars’ were after money, and 
Only succeeded in carrying away a good 
quantity of wine, which they were enjoying 
when disturbed. No valuables were found 
on them when searched at the station 
house. 

“I don’t know what made me do It,” said 
Loyd. “I was full of bad whisky and I 
Suppose that is the cause. I wish you 
would give a warning to all young boys 
so that they may profit by my experience.’ 
I shall plead guilty and hope my sentence 
will be light.”

Contractors Tell Stene Cutters That 
They Are Discharged. 


NO PROSPECT OF A LET UP 


The Men Are Firm in Their Demands 
for Union Wages. 


SAY THEY CAN CONTINUE STRIKE FOR WEEKS 


Correspondence Between the Disagree- 
ing Parties Does Not Mend 
the Breach. 


The stonecutters’ strike is still on, with 
little prospect of a let up. 

Contractors Ramsay & Brisben wrote a 
letter to the strikers, which was delivered 
yesterday morning, warning them that if 
they did not report at 1 o’clock for duty at 
the Austell building, they would be dis- 
charged. The,strikers held a meeting at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning to consider this 
letter. They persisted in refusing to return 
to work until their demand for $2.75 a day 
had been complied with. 

At 1 o'clock the strikers called at the 
office of Ramsay & Brisben for their pay. 
They were paid in full, and immediately 
left the office of the contractors and as- 
sembled at Federation hall, No. 6244 Peach- 
tree street, to discuss the situation and plan 
what course of action would be pursued in 
the future. All were unanimous in the 
determination to stand firm in their de- 


mands. 
The letter from Ramsay & Brisben is as

Gentlemen: Your letter of the 
12th instant was handed by Mr. G, G.

In your letter 
you state that all men not back to work 
today by 1 o’clock can consider them- 
selves discharged, and to remove their 
tools from your yard by 1 o'clock to- 
day. In reply, we will state that we 
wish to kindly, but firmly; inform you 
that under no circumstances will we 
return to work until the state bill of 
prices of the Granite Cutters’ National 
Union is signed by your firm.

Ai yesterday's meeting of the strikers a 
committee was appointed, consisting of 
Frank Plantenburg, Fred Fox and J. W. 
sgridwell, who were instructed to write to 
the stonecutters’ unions in neighboring 
cities, asking them to notify their mem- 
bers that the strike was on, so that no 
stonecutters from other cities would come 
to this city for work. They hope by this 
means to tie up the Austell building until 
the contractors who are to furnish the 
stone for its erection shall accede to the 
union’s demands. . 

The work of the bricklavers on the Aus- 
tell building continues, and the strikers de- 
clare they do not expect to ask the brick- 
layers to join them in the strike unless 
Ramsay & Brisben put on non-union gtone- 
cutters, in which case they expect to get 
every union laborer on the building w 
come off on strike.

Decatur car with the 
intention of securing the skin for a pair 
of winter boots. 

It is thought that the alligator is one 
which was placed in Faith's pond, some 
distance from where it was killed, twelve 
years ago.

This time two of the boldest desperadoes 
of.

It was a deed of reckless 
daring which eclipses his’ former record 
in the capture of Bill Doolin. 

Thomas once lived in Atlanta. He 
the brother of Colonel L. P. Thomas, for- 
mer councilman. Some years ago he de- 
cided. to locate in the west, and has lived 
in. that section since then. 

No man in that country has a wider rep- 
utation for courage and reckless deeds 
than Heck Thomas. Scarcely a month ago, 
when the region was terrified with the 
doings of Bill Doolin, he organized a posse 
and: succeeded in killing the noted outlaw. 

Now comes the news of another thrilling 
fight. The following from Arkansas tells 
the story of the desperate encounter: 

Fort Smith, Ark., October 13.—In a fight 
between a posse headed by Marshal Heck 
Thomas and the Green gang of outlaws 
at Oolagh, I. T., last night, two of the 
outlaws were killed and the others captur- 
ed. The dead menvare Jim Green and. his 
brother, and they were members of one 
of the worst gangs of désperadoes in the 
Indian Territory. ‘The Greens have been 
actively on the road for three months, 
and their coolness and skill in robberies 
gave rise to the belief that they were in 
matiy hold-ups charged to the Cook gang. 

Last night Green and his gang rode into 
Oolagh, forty miles west of Fort Smith, 
for the purpose: ef robbing the town, but 
encountered Heck Thomas and party, and

Dr. Shaw on the Stand. 


After the dinner recess, Dr. Charles Shaw 
was sworn and introduced on behalf of the 
state. Dr. Shaw testified that he was one 
of the resident physicians of the Grady 
hospital and was present when the wound 
in the head of Baker Bass was examined, 

He testified that the bullet, from his 
examination, went into the head ina 
straight line from the point from which 
the pistol] was fired. 

“T examined the wound,” said Dr. Shaw, 
“but saw no powder burn on the flesh. 
The wound was not particularly ragged, 
but was round. I could see that the bullet 
had penetrated the brain. 

“IT did not especially examine his clothes, 
but I noticed the collar was torn back and 
the back of his coat had been badly torn 
in two. I noticed there were finger marks 
on the collar. I examined to see if there 
were any powder burns to ses if he had 
suicided or was murdered. I made this 
examination bricfly.’’ 

On the cross-examination Dr. Shaw 
stated positively that he did not sce any 
burns upon the face or hair. He said he 
looked carefully to see if any powder 
stains could be found; thought he wouid 
have seen the stains if there had been any. 


Turner Heard the Shot. 

Charles Turner, who liives at’ No. 1 Cur- 
ran street, testified that he heard the pis- 
tol shot. 

“TIT was on my way to Kirkwood, and was 
going down Ellis street. A few minutes 
after the shot was heard, I saw a man 
running down Ellis street on “the far side 
from me. He looked like a negro.’’ 

“Is Johnson the man you saw running 
down the street?’ asked Solicitor Hill. 

“I couldn’t say. I didn’t recognize the 
man,”’ replied Mr. Turner. 

Turner stated on the crogs-examination 
that ne had not spoken of the matter until 
a few weeks ago. Turner is a carpenter 
and said he was on the way to his work 
when he saw the man running down DBilis 
street. 

“I was in a barroom,” said Turner, “‘and 
was drinking with a carpenter named C'ot- 
ton, and told him that I knew something 
about the Bass murder. I then told him all 
that I have told you today.” 

Hoard Johnson’s Stary. 

Jim Jenkins, a negro, was next intro- 
dured by the state. 

Jenkins did not know Mr. Bass, but said 
he Knew Johnson. 

“Johnson told me that he had ‘done’ a 
man on Ivy street.’’ 

Attorrey Robinson brought out the fact 
that Jenkins had.teen in the penitentiary 
four years and that he had been engaged 
to get up evidence in a number of blind 
tiger cases. 


Dead Man’s Clothes in Court. 

A large bundle was . ; 
clothes worn by Baker PRs oypsig ee ieee 
ing of the murder were unWrapped and ten- 
dered as evidence. 

The bundle contained the pants, coat and 
underwear of the dead fnan. The clothes 
were dingy and soiled and showed signs of 
frequent handling. The bundle was opened 
in the presence of the jury, and each arti- 
cle was examined. With this the state

The Defense Opens. 
It Was 3:30 o’clock when the defense open- 
ed its case. 
Mr. J. F. Martin testified that he was ef 
his way home from The Constitution Office, 


where he has worked for Mr. 


where he had worked the previuus night. 


He turned down Ellis street, but saw no 
one on the street. 

“I distinctly heard the shot,’ said Mr. 
Martin, ‘‘and I began to look up and down 
the street to ascertain the cause of the 
shooting. I saw no one on the street. The 
electric lights were burning, as it was not 
yet day. I think I could see about a block 
under the trees.”’ 

Mr. C.eW. Sneed said he was living at 
131 Ivy street and heard the pistol shot 
on the morning that Mr. Bass was killed. 

“When I heard the shot,’’ said he, “I 
sprang out of bed and went to my window. 
I looked out, but saw no one. I did not 
hear any footsteps. I heard the ambulance 
when it came later on.’’ 


Officer Moncrief’s Story. 

Officer D. S. Moncrief testified that he 
was with Officer Thompson on the morning 
of the tragedy. 

“We were on the corner of Pledmont av- 
€nue and Houston street when we heard 
the shot,” said Moncrief. “‘We went up 
Houston street to Courtland—went to the 
scene as quickly as possible. 

“I did not see Jesse Jones, Johnson nor 
Turner. In fact, we saw no man, except 
the negro porter of the Aragon who first 
told us about a man being on Ivy street. I 
heard nobody running. I could hear any- 
body running at night when it is still at 
least a block. 

When we found the body it was so dark 
that I had .to strike a match to see whether 
it was a white man or a negro. I went 
to the box and called for the anibulance. I 
did not examine the pistol, but Officers 
Thompson and Sewell did.’”’ 


Saw Powder Burns. 

Dr. W. S. Gilbert next testified. He ex- 
amined the wound in the head while the 
body was lying at the Bass residence. 

“The bandages had not been removed,”’ 
said he, ‘‘when I arrived. The bullet entered 
the right side of the head, about two inches 
from the ear. 

“I saw powder burns on the hair. The 
place was about the size of a dollar, but 
very plain. From the burns I am of the 
opinion that the shot was fired from very 
close range." 


Stanley Contradicts Jesse Jones. 

Night Watchman Stanley, a negro employ- 
ed at the Inman building, testified that he 
knew Mr. Bass and also lived with Jesse 
Jones. 

“On the morning of the murder,” said 
Stanley, “I went home about 3 o'clock. 
When I reached the house I met Jesse 
Jones there. .I then went to the market, 
but when I returned Jesse had gone. 

“Several weeks. ago I heard Jesse Jones 
had been a witness in the Bass case. Then 
I knew for the first time that Jesse was a 
witness, Jesse.was at home at that time.” 

Other Witnesses Testify. 

John Shell, the shoe¢maker, who lives on 
Mitchell street, says Jesse Jones came to 
town with him on the morning of August 
28th, the day of the murder. 

Walter Sterlings, a negro merchant, was 
sworn and introduced by the defense. He 
testified he had known Jim Jenkins, the 
witness, for twenty-four years and would 
not believe him on oath. 

Riley Allen swore he would not believe 
Jenkins on oath. Joe Wood testified he had 
known Jenkins twenty years and would not 
believe him on his oath. 

W. A. Parker, a negro preacher, testi- 
fied that the character of Sarah Scott was 
bad. He wouldn’t believe her on oath. 

Captain Milam’s Testimony. 

Captain Milam was asked to state the 
time of day that Johnson was discharged 
from the chaingang. : 


“He was dischgreed. at night, August 
29th, and the camps were about two miles

down ‘tthe house. She said the Scott wo- 
man wanted Johnson to take her to Chat- 
tanooga, and because he refused to take 
her she threatened to get even with him. 

The entire afternoon was consumed by 
the defense in introducing testimony in re- 
buttal and in impeaching the state wit- 
nesses. "The case wlll be resumed this 
morning. The case will probably reach the 
jury by afternoon. Both. sides are making 
a stubborn fight. 

Story of the Murder. 


On the morning of August 30th Jast year, 


‘at a few minutes to 4 o’clock, Baker Bass 


was shot and killed while on the way from 
his residence to his Peters street store. 

From the evidence introduced at the cor- 
oner’s inquest it was supposed that the shot 
was fired by some one who was in hiding. 
Bass was passing down Ivy street, coming 
down toward Ellis street. The murder 
occurred just before dawn, while the elec- 
tric lights were still burning. When Bass 
was passing the place just in the rear of 
the grand opera house the shot is supposed 
to ‘have been fired. 

Bass was a merchant in prosperous cir- 
cumstances, and it was claimed by the 
detectives that he had been conducting a 
fence for theives. He had been indicted by 
the grand jury and was to have been tried 
on the charge of receiving stolen goods on 
the following Monday morning. 

Many theories were advanced and for 
several days subsequent to the murder the 
detectives were constantly announcing new 
clews. At one time it was charged that 
the city detectives themselves were familiar 
with all the details of the murder. 

The Jchnson theory was the last ad- 
vanced by the detectives and the negro was 
arrested last June and placed in jail 
charged with the murder of the merchant. 

Johnson’s first Trial. 

On July 24 Johnson was placed on trial 
for this life in thé superior criminal court 
before Judge Candler. 

The negro was defended by Attorney J, 
E.. Robinson. H. T. Jenkins, who was at 
one time arrested charged with conspiracy, 
was very active in the trial and a number 
of witnesses were present in the courtroom 
at the instance of Jenkins. 

The trial was exceedingly long and ted- 
ious and several days were consumed in 
hearing the evidence. A number of wit- 
nesses testified in the case in regard to the 
murder, During the progress of the first 
trial Sarah Scott testified that she had 
been on intimate terms with Johnson, and 


swore Johnson had threatened to get even | 


with Bass when the former wags released 
from the chaingang. 

Jesse Jones, the elevator boy at the Nor- 
cross ‘building, swore positively that he had 
seen a man running from the scene of the 
murdes, Jones testified that he was going 
to his work, when ‘this attention was at- 
tracted by the shots. Jones identified the 
prisoner as the man whom he had seen 
runni down the street a few minutes 
after the shot was fired.

STATE MUST NOT RENT IT OUT 


Objection To Deeding the Lot to the 


State Without Certain Agreements. 


ALDERMAN HOWELL MAKES A NEW POINT 


Says the Lot Should Always Be Used 
for Railroad Purposes Free 
of Charge. 


There may be opposition to the proposed 
transfer of the city’s triangular lot lying 
between Whitehall and Pryor streets, on 
Wall street, to the state of Georgia. It 
may be that the city will tie a string to 


the agreement in that it will require an 


agreement on the part of the state that the 
property shall always be used for railroad 
purposes without charge to others than 
the state road. 

If the transfer should be made to the 
state as proposed, it is said that the 
Western and Atlantic railroad lessees would 
then assume Control of the property as 
lessees of all the railroad property belong- 
ing to the state. The triangular lot is now 
used ‘by railroads other than the state road 
and if the property should get into the 
hands of the lessee road it could charge 
other lines for using it. 

The city allows a free use of the lot now, 
and in order to protect other lines it is said 
that before the lot is transferred to the 
state the city will require a written agree- 
ment on the part of the state’s representa- 
tives to the effect that the lot shall for 
all time be used for railroad purposes as at 
present. A report will be made by the 
special committee in charge of the matter 
at the next meeting of the council and the 
whole matter will depend on the wording 
of that report. , 

Might Charge Other Lines. 

The special committee held a meeting a 
few days ago and it was agreed than the 
transfer would be made provided that the 
state agrees to allow the lot to always be 
used for railroad purposes. It now devel- 
ops that the agreement will be made to 
stipulate that the state shall never allow 
a charge to be made for the use of the 
property. It is said that if the agreement 
simply stipulates that the lot is to be used 
for railroad purposes, the state road might 
construe that to mean that the property 
could be used for its own railroad purposes 
and other lines might be assessed for 
using it. 

The point is made by Alderman Albert 
Howell, chairman of the special committee 
of the council, and he will oppose the trans- 
fer unless the agreement is ¢lear as to the 
use of the lot by other lines. He says that 
the city ought not to put it in the power 
of the state, or the state road lessees, to 
charge other lines for the use of the 
property and the alderman will insist on 
the council limiting the privilege of the 
state in making the transfer. 

State Owns Wall Street. 

The transfer is to be made to the state 
in consideration of the transfer of property 
now used by the city as Wall street, but 
which the state claims to own. There is 
some question about the titles to the prop- 
erty and Special Attorney Wimbish, of the 
state road, recently addressed a letter to 
Mayor King bringing up the old question, 
asking that a final agreemeng¢ be made. He 
was authofized by the legislature to make 
the trade with the city, but the matter has 
been hanging fire for several years for 
oné reason and another. 

Just how the report of the special com- 
mittee will read is not known, Assistant 
City Attorney Westmoreland, who has 
charge ‘of the matter, being out.of the city 
yesterday. He was requested by the spe- 
cial committee to draw up an agreement 
with the state’s attorney and also a report 
to the council covering the agreement 
terms. Unless the report and agreement 
are clear that the state shall never charge 
for the use of the property, it is certain 
that a minority report will be submitted 
and: the matter will be an important issue 
before the council next Monday. 

How the Qity Got It. 

The city eome into possession of the tri- 
angular-shaped lot many years ago. 
city at that time owned the property on 
which the Central railroad freight depot 
now stands and a trade was made between 
the city and the railroad company by which 
the city transferred the freight depot 
property for the triangular lot. The lat- 
ter piece of property has always been a 
matter of contention between the city and 
state, 

Tho state claims that it owns the prop- 
erty along Wall street, but it seems that 
the records are not clear on the matter. 
It is understood that the state asserts that 
it could at any time close up Wall street, 
and the argument has been made in the 
past when the transfer deal was under 
consideration.

Professor Quick, of the Tech, Succeeds 
in Making Interesting Ex- 
periments. ai

Professor R. W. Quick, of the Georgia 
School of Technology, has made another 
unique experiment. 

A few days ago a negro woman in some 
manner ran a sharp needle into the palm 
of her hand. After a greater part of the 
neefle had entered the -+hand it broke off, 
leaving the point in the flesh. Several at- 
tempts were made to remove the piece of 
needle, but all proved fruitless. 

The needle caused her much pain and 
prevented her from doing her usual work. 
She was told that Professor Quick could 
find the needle by the use of the X ray 
an@ was advised to go to him. Saturday 
a photograph was taken of her hand by the 
X ray method. 

Yesterday the plate on which the -photo- 
graph was taken was developed and it 
showed that the X rays had done’ their 
work well. The needie can be plainly seen 
and is in the flesh of the palin of the hand 
close to the bone of the second or middle 
finger. There is only a small piece of the 
needle in the aor” but it can be seen and 
easily distinguished. 

ibe need i> WiurlDs the woman no little 
troul’e ard pain and when she sees where 
the needle is will most likely have it re- 
moved. A photograph of the palm with the 
needie in it if given to a good surgeon 
would. énable him to remove the needie 
with very little tnouble. 

Resides stvowirg the exact location of the 
needle the plate shows the bones of the 
hand as distinctly as they have ever been 
shown in any of the recent photographs. 
The plate is One of the best that Professor 
Quick has made since he began experi- 
menting with X rays and the taking of this 
photograph will result in a surgical opera- 
tion which could not have otherwise been 
easily performed. 

The photograph taken of Dr. Hoad's 
thigh did not shew all ef the bullet and 
Professor Quick, for various reasens, was 
not as well pleased with it as he is with 
the other photegraphs. Next week Dr. 
Heod will sit for another photograph, and 
this time Professor Quick intends to get 
one that will surpass all of his others. 

The bullet in Dr. Hood’s thigh does not 
give him any trouble, but if he can locate 
it by the X ray process of photography it 
is probable that he will have it removed. 

Professor Quick has several other ‘sub- 
jects who have bullets in their arms and 
he will experiment on ail of these. He has 
one man ‘who has a bullet in Ris wrist and 
will take a photograph of this. The bullet 
is in a place which is one of the easiest to 
photograph and there is «very reason to 
believe that the photograph will be one of 
the best ever seen.

The Texas Port Is Taking Business 
from the Northern Cities. 

Galveston is makirg rapid headway as a 
grain port and asa gateway for emigrants. 
Up to the middle of last year, Galveston 
had exported ro wheat or grain. During 
the twelve months ending June 30, 1596, 
nearly 4,000,000 bushels of corn and 321,000 
bushels of wheet had been sent to Europe 


through that port. 

Now the emigrants are pouring into the 
west through that port and New York 
-and the trunk lines betwedan the west and 
the Atlantic seaboard are alarmed over it. 
Same of the roads want the ecean steam- 
ship lines to advance raies between Gal- 
veston and European ports so that Calves- 
ton will net have the advantage in races 
which she now enjoys. Emigrants can 
‘Bave $1 between Europe and Kansas City 
by entering through the Texas port. ‘ihe 
steamship rate is the same to New York 
that it is to Galveston, $15. The raiiroad 
fare from Galveston to Kansas City, how- 
ever, is $13, while from New York to 
Kansas City it is 323. 

Galveston’s ju to the front is due to 
steamers running to Eu- 
rope. There 1s probably some undersfand- 
ing between the steamers and the roads in 
regard to the rates. The steamers are at- 
tracting emigrant business because they 
have light cargoes coming this way. Gomg 
over they have all the grain that they can

Comrades, Gather in Great 


Numbers to Greet Him—Made M 
Numbe erry Around 
esta Council Fires Last Night. 


The Red Men gathered around the coun- 
cil fire last ight and paid tribute to their 
great ineohanee—the greatest of all Red 
Men—Judge Robert T. Daniel, of Griffin, 

This was Judge Daniel’s first visit to this 
city since he was called to the high éffice 
he now holds, and the Red Men were anx- 
lously awaiting his arrival, When he 
stepped from the train yesterday he was 
surrounded by an enthusiastic group of 
his brother braves and greeted in true In- 
dian style. 

The Red Men took good care of their 
great chief, and for not a single moment 
did they cease to entertain him in grand 
style. Hundreds ef them came before him 
and were allowed the privilege of shaking 
his hand. 

Incohonee Daniel's visit to this reserva- 
tion was a matter of no small significance, 
and it was an occasion of deep interest to 
all Red Men in good standing. The Red 
Men throughiout the United States are 
proud of their great chief, and should he 
go io any other city he would be received 
in the same style. But the Red Men of 
Atlanta and all Georgia are especially 
proud of Judge Paniet. 

He holds the highest office within the 
gift of the Red Men, and he is the second 


‘southern man who has ever held the. office. 


He is a Georgian, and for this reason more 
than any other, the braves and warriors 


ef this section are proud of him. 

Judge Daniel will hold the office of great 
incohonee for only two years, but in that 
time he hopes to ba able to do much to-' 
ward the advancement ard increasing of 
numbers of the order in this section of the 
country. The east and west are flourish- 
ing so far as the order is concerned and he 
will make the south equally as strong. 

The honor ot having the grcat chief at 
their lodge rooms was left to the oldest 
tbe in the eity—Cherokee tribe No. 1}. 
This tribe has done as much, if not more, 
than any other tribe in the state toward 
advancing the order. It was the first tribe 
ever organized in Georgia, and all others 
look up to it with proud eyes. 

Last night at 7:30 o’clock the braves and 
warriors of the various tribes of the city 
gathered at the rooms of Cherokee tribe 
No. 1 and held a secret session. For an 
hour the braves were gathered around their 
great chief smoking the pipe of peace and 
friendship and talking over matters which 
only members in good standing are allowed 
to hear, 

But the Red Men are not selfish. It was 
not their intention ‘to keep their great 
chief behind locked doors. They intended 
that others should see him and hear him 
tell of the great truths. At 8:30 o’clock the 
doors of the lodge rooms were thrown 
open and all paleface brothers who cared 
to do so were allawed to enter and warm 
themselves by the council fire. They were 
extended the right hand of fellowship by 
the Red Men and were entertained in a 
most befitting style. 

The programme of the evening had al- 
ready been arranged, and fits rendition was 
entered into at once. The warriors were 
anxious to hear their great chief tell of 
the great truths, and the young were 
anxious to hear him of whom they had 
heard so much. 

The great incohonee was introduced by 
Warrior C. KE. Johnson, who made a 
neat speech of introduction. He paid the 
chief many high tributes and told the braves 
what a magnificent address they were to 
hear, 

When Judge Daniel arose to deliver his 
address ito his fellow: Re@ Men he was re- 
ceived with loud applause and many de- 
monstrations of great enthusiasm upon che 


part of his fisteners. His address was re- 
ceived with delight and met with the ap- 
proval of everyone present. It has never 
before been tthe privilege of the Red Men 
of this city to hear such an eloquent and 
impressive address as the one delivered by 
their great chief. His discussion of the 
principles and a’ms of the order was elo- 
quent and inspiring, and was the cause of 
much enthusiasm. 

His speech will undoubtedly have a goad 
effect upon all the Red Men who heard 
it, in that it will give te them an inspira- 
tion and an impetus never before felt. 

Judge Daniel began his address by thank- 
ing the Red Men of Atlanta for their wanm 
and cordial welcome, and said the recollee- 
tion of the detightful occasion would act 
as a stimulant to him in carryng on the 
good work in which he is engaged. 

He paid a high tribute to Atlanta, her 
strong commercial advantages, her advan- 
tageous situation and her liberaliiy to- 
ward ‘benevolent enterprises. Atlanta, he 
said, should encourage a benevolent and 
fraternal order that had for its object such 
grand principles as the Improved Order 
of Red Men. 

The speaker then gave a history of the 
order, tracing it from the time it was first 
organized, as the Sons of “Liberty, before 


the revalution and on until the Improved 


Order of .Red Men was organized, more 
than sixty years ago. He spoke of the-ef- 
fect the order had on formation of the 
government and the prominent and aetive 
work its members had always exerted for 
better government and the upbuilding of 
humanity. 

He told of the origin of the name, and 
why the order was called the Improved 
Order of Red Men—it was for the purpose 
of perpetuating the name and costume of 
a noble race of people, in erder that there 
might exist in this cosmopolitan country 
one truly American institution of a benev- 
olent character. It was for this reason, he 
said, that the Improved Order of Red Men 
had retained the better traits of the aborig- 
ines of America, had enlarged upon them 
and embraced the:n as principles in the 
laws of the order. He spoke of the hospi- 
tality of the original red men, of their 
generosity, of their bravery and their love 
of honor. 

He gave some interesting figures to show 
how much the order had done in a charit- 
able way and the systematic way in which 
they contributed to the members of the 
order. His description of the motto of the 
order, ‘Freedom, Friendship and Charity,” 
Was a beautiful piece of word poetry, and 
he presented it in a most attractive man- 
ner. He spoke for some time on the bene- 
fits of the secret order, and closed his 
speech amid the applause and cheers of his 
now-enthusiastic warriors and braves. 

After Judge Daniel’s address J. W. 
Nelms was called on, but this warrior had 
but little to say. He stated that all he 
could say had already been said better 
than he could say it, by his great chief, and 
he was not prepared to make an address. 

Mr. Jefferies was called on, and made a 
short, but interesting and enthusiastic ad- 
dress. He called on the Red Men to be up 
and gtirring, and to double their numbers 
in Georgia. His address was well delivered, 
and had a fine effect on his hearers, 

Mr. Alex Meyer made a short address, in 
which he stated that he felt unable to 
make a speech after he had@ heard his chief 
talk. He indorsed all of Joudge Daniel’s 
address, and spoke of it as one of the most 
eloquent addresses he had ever heard. 

Warrior D. P. Dozier, great sachem of 
the state, made a stirring address. With 
gentle words of advice and encouragement, 
he urged them to deeds of benificence and 
to the promulgation of the principles of 


‘the order, 


After the speech making the warriors re- 
paired toa the banquet hall, where they 
feasted and drank to the health of their 
great incohonee, and bade him godspeed on 
his journey of enlightenment to his fellew 
Red Men.

WAS KNOCKED FIFTY FEET 


Was Returning Heine from Work. 
‘Wedged Between Two Trains and 
_, Could Not Escape. 


Tam Lee, a middle-aged negro, was struck, 
by a Southern passenger train at the Bell- 
wood crossing in west Atlanta about 6 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and instantly 
killed. The body was not run over by the 
wheels, but the deceased was knocked fully 
fifty feet down the tracks and his head 


body were broken. 

Lee Was an employe of the Western and 
Atlantic road in the capacity of a section 
hand. It was while he was returning from 
his work down the tracks outside the city 
limits that he met his tragic death. He lived 
at the corner of Horton's alley and Marietta 
street, only about two blocks from where 
he was killed. 

It is not known whether the negro came 
up Bellwood avenue toward Marietta street 
or up the railroad tracks. No one saw him 
until after he was killed. It is most prob- 
able, however, that he came up the avenue. 

There were two freight trains on the 
crossing at the time—one a Georgia Pa- 
cific and the other a Western and Atlaaztic, 
Lee was standing between the two directly 
on the crossing, waiting for the Western 
and Ailantic train, on the north side, to 
move, 

The headlight of the Taliapoosa accom- 
modation of “tthe Southern road suddenly 
dashed around the’ corner from the city. It 
is supposed Lee made some effort to get 
out of the way, but was too late. The piiot 
of the engine struck him and he was 
knocked with terriffic force fifty feet down 
the tracks. : 

The engineer of the passenger train saw 
the negro when he was struck and applied 
the air brakes with all his power, bring- 
ing the train to a deau standstill in a 
short distance. When the train crew walked 
back to the protrate form they found Lee's 
head resting in a dark pool of his own 
bload. Life was extinct. 

The body was picked pp and carried to a 
little shed on the south Side of the crossing. 
His dinner bucket was still hanging on his 
arm, but the lid was found on the crossing 
where Lee was struek, A large crowd soon 
callected. There were a good many people 
in the neighborhood at the time, but no 
one saw the accident, as their view was 
obstructed by the freight cars. The engi- 
neer of the passenger train was the only 
witness. a ae 

Howard, the colored undertaker, took 
charge of the body, which was prepared for 
burial, Coroner Paden was notified, and he 
will hold an inquest. this morning. The 
Bellwood avenue crossing is one of the 
most dangerous in the city. Innumerable 
people have been killed at this place, and 
there have been many Serious aceidents and 
hairbreadth escapes.

The Most Expensive Yecht im the 
World Valued at $2,000,000. 
From The New York Press. 

Of all the yachts in the world the one 
in which the czar of all the Russias ts now 
eruising cost®the most money. Neither W. 
KX. Vanderbilt nor Kaiser Wilhelm thus 1ny- 
thing like so expensive a fivating palance 
as the czar has in the Standard. 

When royalty goes yachting on the other 
side of the water it goes in big vessels as 
a rule, boats more fit tu be gunboats than 
vaehts. The prince of Wales is an exec 
tion to this rule, for when he is uw yuchts- 
man ‘he is captain of the Britannia, When 
his many times relative, the czar of all the 
Russias, soes u-yachting, he boards his 
hig new yacht, the Standard. She is par- 
trully gunboat and partially . passenger 
steamer, partaking ef the best points of 
both types, and seems to have been bullt 
as an vifset to the Katser's yacht, Hohen- 
zollern, 

The young ‘czwr is convinced of the im- 
portanes of a navy to a great power, and 
is, in a tentative way, trying to learn about 
the ocean and the ships which sail thereon. 
So far, however, he has not become a 
yachtsman, though he owns the most mags- 
niligent vaeht afloat, if one. can call it a 
vicht. When the ezar goes on beard the 
Stundard he is practically a passenger on 
buard his eWn yacht. Recently he has 
takea to frequenting the bridge wnd in- 
sists every now and then on taking the 
wheel, 

When 
the German emperor on 
goes ty the bridge with thern, and* the 
prinee gives Hine lessons in navigation. 
Nothing can convince the German emperor 
that he 1s not as good a sailor as his 
uncle, and the prince submits quietly to all 
interruptions from the owner of the Meteor, 
The ezar is so fur advanced now that he 
is said to be able to box the compiuss in 
English, «a language which he ‘speaks aS 


he gets the prince of Wales ana

as well as he speaks his native Kusslet, 

The Standard was built at Copenhagen 
and came off the ways last spring. She 1s 
425 feet over all, and has two engines ef 
10,000 herse-power euch, which drive heer 
at 4 speed of twenty krots an hour, When 
the ezar sturted in state te visit “the wid- 
ow’ at Balmoral, he had the crew of the 
Standard brouxht up to its cumplement, 
and she carries a crew of 8W sailurs and 
twenty officers. It is on the Standurd that 
the ezar erulsed to Scotland on tus visit to 
the queen. 

The czur’s father, the dead emperor, give 
the orders for thte building of the Standard 
not long before he died. The interior fit- 
tires of the buat are said to be the most 
luxurious of any yacht in the world, with 
the possible exception of Mr. Vanderbiit's 
Valiant. 

In the tnterior decorations of the Stand- 
ard considerable carved woodwork is em- 
ployed, and the Russian eagle, with the 
ezar’s initials, “N. II,’ are largely used 
for decorative purposes. There are four 
suites of state depurtrnents, one for the 
emperor, one for the empress, one for the 
duwager empress and one designed for the 
use of the czarevna. the emperor's duugh- 
ter. 

Each suite consists of a sleeping room, 
saloon and bathroom. For the grand dukes 
and grand duvhesses there are other suites 
consisting of two rooms each, a sleeping 
cabin and a small suloon. The sleeping 
roum of the emperor is finished and fur- 
nished in cherry. Blue flowers on a white 
backyround form the design of the chintz 
coveriug. The bedstenad of the emperer, 
like that of the other members of the itmn- 
perial fumily, is composed of nickeled 
bronze. 

The emperor's “travaille salon’ Is hung 
With a sray-blue leather, having panels of 
silk of the same colour. The rich, heavy 
Carpet is the color of raspberries, There 
is in the apartment 2 large leather-covered 
divan, With a curved wood buck. This back 
gruuve> into uw bookeuse, a short distance 
atewve the divan. Two grand stairways of 
besuLwood lead from the deck to the state 
dining room, which is situated woll aft 
in. the vessel, and is decorated and fur- 
tmushed With the greatest clegarve. 

There is also on board a smmaller dining 
rvom, Where the czar 2nd his. immedinte 
fusmily may take their meals ulune, if they 
so desire. One of the apartments of the 
ship is fitted up as a Chapel, and it con- 
talus, among other things, six fine paint- 
luzs, representing Biblical scenes. In the 
rugins of the commander of the Standard 
is a set of furniture made froin oak, 2,00 
years oid—or, at Jeast, it is alleged to be 
that old. 

The Standard is kept warm by hot water. 
There ‘are 1100 electric lights on bward, 
which are fed by two dynamos. The yacht. 
is 425 feet long and 3% feet beam. Her 
bunkers will take 909 tons of coal, on which 
she can steam for five duys at a liigh rate 
of speed. or ten days at a moderate speed. 
She made nineteen knots un heur on her 
triai trip. 

The czar’s yacht cost $2,000,000. It is said 
that the Valiant cost one-half that sum. 

The czar on one or two occasions has 
been seasick, but he still sticks to his de- 
sire to become a yachtsman, and will do

American tourists who have recently seen 
her in England consider her beauty more 
pronounced than ever, and it is said the 
fies? she has gained adds to the general 
beauty and grace of her physique, which 
at times in her former dramatic career 
was criticised by connoisseurs of womanly 
beanty as lacking in avoirdupols. Others, 
however,. thought her slender form but 
the verv creation of “Galatea,’’ her crea- 
tion of which role has been pronounced by 
dramatic critics her most artistic work. 
‘Her return to the stage will naturally 
awaken interest in her early career, and 
as she is probably the greatest American 
actress of the day, her life will be of na- 
tional interest: Although born in San 
Franeisco, Cal., she is nearly always re- 
ferred to as one of the beautiful wonten 
of Kentucky, as her girlhood was spent 
there and her dramatic debut made in 
Louisville at the old Macaulay theater. 

Her mother was a Philadelphia woman 
by birth. Her father, who died in her ba- 
by hood, was a native of New York. Her 
mother subsequently married a Dr. Ham- 
iiten Griffin; who not only at an early 
period appreciated the talents of his step- 
daughter, but shared his small fortune in 
assisting her in the struggling days of her 
early Gramatic career. 


The talents of the fanfous actress are 


said to have been spontaneous, as neither 
in her father’s nor mother’s family was 
there any recognized theatrical talent. In 
childhood she first evinced her fondness 
for the play, and during her school life she 
is said to have found school routine: irk- 
some, and deyoted her time to those stud- 
ies ‘that most pleased her, especially elo- 
cution. .

NEW TRIAL WANTED 


Bill. of Exceptions in Rowe's Case Filed 
in the Supreme Court. 


HIS ATTORNEYS ARE ACTIVE 


-Pending Argument in the Case—The 


Defendant Is Confined at Hard 
Labor in the Penitentiary. 


-- 


A bill of exceptions has been filed in the 
supreme court in the case of J. J. Rowe, 
who was convicted at the last term of the 
criminal superior court,-and who is now 
serving a ten-years’ sentence in the peni- 
tentiary for perjury. 

The bill was filed yesterday by Attorney 
James W. Austin, representing the accused, 
and the case will soon be argued before 
the supreme court. 

lowe, it will be remembered, was brought 
into public notice by signing a sensational 
affidavit, charging Colonel W. C. Glenn 
with having spoken to a member of the 
jury that was investigating the Myers 
case, 

As soon as the contents of the affidavit 
were made known Colonel Glenn 
swore out a warrant against Rowe, 
charging him with perjury. Rowe mide 
bond, but his bond was forfeited, and Rowe 
Was captured and carried to trial before 
Judge Candler, of the criminal court, Rowe 
was convicted, as every member of the 
jury, a number of the courthouse officials 
and others swore pcsitively that Colonel 
Glenn had never spoken to any member 
of the jury, as was alleged in the affidavit. 

In passing sentence upon the- prisoner, 
Judge Candler stated that he would im- 
pose the severe penalty of ten yeurs, be- 
cause he thought it was time for the prac- 
tice of perjury to stop in this county. He 
stated at the time that Rowe had been 
instrumental, probably, in delaying the 
Myers case, and in this manner delaying 
justice, as Myers had in the meantime 
escaped from prison and was at large. 

Recently a motion for new trial was mada 
by Rowe's attorney, asking that. a second 
trial be granted, as the sentence Was un- 
usually severe. The family of the convict 
is said to be in a pitiable condition. One 
child has died, and his wife is in ill health, 
and the family in want. The motion for 
new trial was overruled by Judge Candler, 
and then the bill of exceptions wag pre- 
pared, and it was filed yesterday in the su- 
preme court as stated. 

At -the present time, Rowe is serving in 
the state penitentiary, as he was carried to 
the convict camp a short while after his 
conviction was accomplished. It was un- 
derstood, however, that if the sentence 
should be reduced, that portion of time 
already served by Rowe would be deducted 
from the length of time he was to serve.
